GALLANTRY AT SEA. 





HIS MAJESTY’S RECOGNITION. 


His Majesty The King has been pleased, upon the 
recommendation of the President of the Board of 
Trade, to award the Silver Medal for Gallantry in 
Saving Life at Sea to Mr. Hugh Penny, Second 
Officer of the s.s. ‘‘ Trentwood,’’ of Middlesbrough. 

The s.s. ‘‘Trentwood,’’ of Middlesbrough, on a 
voyage from Ghent to Middiesbrough, was off Whitby 
on 16th March when an explosion occurred in the 
boiler and the engine room quickly filled with steam. 
Mr. Penny displayed great gallantry in forcing his 
way into the engine room, despite escaping steam, 
with the engines still running, and in rescuing a 
brother officer. 

His Majesty the King has also been pleased, upon 
the recommendation of the President of the Board 
of Trade, to award Silver Medals for Gallantry in 
Saving Life at Sea (Foreign Services) to Wataru 
Minari, Chief Mate, Seizo Isobe, Second Mate, Saburo 
Ichimura, Second Engineer, Tatsuo Tomiyama, 
Third Engineer, Otokichi Yamamoto, Boatswain, 
Tomekichi Odawara, Iwazo Hasegawa and Yoshio 
Kawajiri, Quartermasters, Tetsushiro Hasegawa, 
Tatsumi Masuda and Naoichi Kazu, Sailors, Kokichi 
Nakagawa, Storekeeper, Sosuiho, Oiler, Kansuke 
Shimabukuro and Tsurumatsu Maruko, Firemen, and 
Shinji Araki, Cook, of the Japanese steamship ‘‘ Yogen 
Maru,’’ of Habu, in recognition of the gallantry dis- 
played by them on 30th November, 1928, in saving the 
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lives of the crew of the s.s. ‘‘ Chief Maquilla, which 
foundered in the North Pacific on 2nd December, 
1928. 

The Government of Hong Kong have also awarded 
a piece of plate to Captain Matsuda, master of the s.s. 
‘“ Yogen Maru,’’ and a pair of binocular glasses to 
Wataru Minari, Chief Mate, in recognition of their 
services on the occasion of this rescue.

KENYA AND UGANDA PIECE-GOODS IMPORTS. 


_ According to a statement received from H.M. Trade 
Commissioner in East Africa, imports into Kenya and 
Uganda of unbleached cotton piece-goods during the 
first five months of the current year amounted to 
9,408,618 yards, of which 13,775 yards came from 
Great Britain. This compares with 7,752,569 yds. and 
1,821 yds. respectively in January-May, 1928. Im- 
ports of bleached cottons totalled 1,572,021 yds. 
(Great Britain 769,372 yds.), against 2,154,142 yds. 
(1,157,861 yds.); of printed goods 1,707,333 yds. 
(Great Britain 576,872 yds.), against 2,062,692 yds. 
(995,907 yds.); of dyed cloth 3,346,431 yds. (Great 
Britain 2,333,132 yds.), against 2,288,049 yds. 
(1,329,708 yds.); of coloured goods 5,549,959 yds. 
(Great Britain 392,032 yds.), against 5,077,860 yds. 
(542,675 yds.); and of blankets 1,156,858 (Great 
Britain 8,040), against 1,112,345 (14,478). Imports of 
artificial silk piece-goods amounted to 559,463 yds. 
in the first five months of this year, and 68,203 yds. 
came from Great Britain. 





UGANDA COTTON AND COTTONSEED 
EXPORTS. 


According to a statement received from H.M. Trade 
Commissioner in East Africa, exports of cotton from 
Uganda during last May amounted to 117,747 centals, 
valued at 9,890,893 shillings, and those of cottonseed 
to 14,580 tons, valued at 1,895,400 shs. The chief 
buyers of the cotton were:—Great Britain, 28,336 
centals, valued at 2,380,250 shs.; India and Burma, 
78,352 centals, valued at 6,581,618 shs.; and Japan, 
10,059 centals, valued at 844,972 shs. The recipients 
of the cottonseed were :—Great Britain, 11,080 tons, 
valued at 1,440,400 shs.; and Australia, 3,500 tons, 
valued at 450,000 shs. 





CONTROL OF EXCHANGE IN BULGARIA. 


The British Consul-General at Sofia has forwarded a 
copy of a French translation of a recent law, published 
in the State Gazette of Ist July, concerning the control 
of transactions in foreign exchange. 

This law, together with regulations issued thereunder 
and published on the same date, replaces previous 
legislation on the subject, notification of which ap- 
peared in the ‘‘ Journal ’’ of 27th May, 1926 (see page 
549) and previous issues.

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From the information available as to furnaces in 
blast, it appears that the average output of pig iron 
per furnace in July was 4,050 tons in the United 
Kingdom, 5,550 tons in France, 6,050 tons in Belgium, 
11,500 tons in Germany, and 17,440 tons in the United 
States. 


FRANCE.—The output of coal in July was con. 
siderably in advance of recent monthly outputs. ‘The 
July aggregate pig iron output (862,900 tons) included 
26,570 tons of forge and Bessemer iron, 131,840 tons 
of foundry, 665,130 tons of basic and 39,360 tons of 
other descriptions of pig iron. The daily rate of pig. 
iron production in July was the lowest figure so far 
recorded this year, except in February; the quantities 
produced per calendar day averaged 27,840 tons in 
July, as compared with 28,370 tons in June and 26,540 
tons in July, 1928. Furnaces in blast at the end of 
July numbered 156, a net increase of one since the 
beginning of the month. The aggregate steel tonnage 
produced in July showed an increase of 63,000 tons 
over the output for July, 1928; this is the third 
cecasion during the current year when the monthly 
output has exceeded that for the corresponding month 
of last year by more than 50,000 tons. Jron and steel 
prices.—Inland prices (f.0.t. works) current through- 
eut August included the following :—Pig iron, phos- 
phoric, No. 3 P.L. Longwy, 475 francs; semi-phos- 
phoric, 510 frs.; hematite foundry (Lille), 630 frs.;

joists, 700 frs. Prices for sheets were :—Thick sheets, 
780-800 frs.; medium sheets, 820-860 frs.; and thin 
sheets, 1,150-1,300 frs.

March, 1927, and March, 1928, which were peak 
months in their respective years. Pig-iron production 
continued to expand; the aggregate tonnage for July 
and the daily rate of output were higher than those 
recorded for any month of last year or the first half of 


this year; as compared with July of last year the | 


output was higher by about 16 per cent. The quan- 
tities of pig iron made in July averaged 38,200 tons per 
calendar day, as compared with 38,190 tons in June 
and 82,870 tons in July, 1928. Included in the aggre- 
cate (1,184,170 tons) were 190,160 tons of forge and 
foundry, 766,200 tons of basic, 4,040 tons of other 
descriptions of pig iron, and 223,770 tons of ferro- 
alloys. Furnaces in blast at the beginning and end of 
July numbered 108. The quantity of steel produced 
in July has so far been exceeded this year only by the 
January aggregate. The daily rate of output for July, 
however, was slightly reduced as compared with the 
averages for the three preceding months. The output 
of finished steel products in July amounted to 
1,013,040 tons, or 37,520 tons per working day, as 
compared with 970,040 tons (38,800 tons daily) in June 
and 922,780 tons in July, 1928 (35,490 tons daily). 
lron and steel prices.—Inland prices current during 
August were unchanged from the previous month. 


BELGIUM.—The average daily coal output in July 
was the lowest recorded since September, 1926; pro 
duction averaged 83,780 tons daily in July (26:2 work- 
ing days), as compared with 87,640 tons in June (24-7 
working days), 88,460 tons in May (23-6 working days) 
and 87,390 tons in July, 1928 (25 working days). Pig 
iron production in July was at about the same rate as 12 
April and May, but somewhat below the June average; 
the tonnage 1made daily averaged 11,030 tons in July, 
as compared with 11,220 tons in the previous month 
and 10,290 tons in July, 1928. The output of steel 
ingots and castings in July was greater than in any 
other month this year except January. The produc: 
tion of finished steel products amounted to 293,530 
tons in July, 294,630 tons in June and 287,060 tons 1

Imports from Japan increased from 1} million 
to nearly 3 million lbs., valued at Rs. 44 lakhs, and 
those from China rose from 2 million Ibs. to 3 million 
lbs., valued at Rs. 31 lakhs. 


Piece-Goods (unbleached).—The total yardage in- 
creased from 1514 millions to 208 millions, and the 
value from Rs. 3594 lakhs to Rs. 4844 lakhs, of which 
the British share rose to 126 million yards, valued at 
Rs. 287 lakhs. Imports from Japan advanced from 33 
million yards to 80 million yards, valued at Rs. 193 
lakhs. 


Piece-Goods (bleached).—Total imports declined 
from 172 million yards, valued at Rs. 456 lakhs, to 1334 
millions, valued at Rs. 384} lakhs, of which the British 
share was 1244 million yards, valued at Rs. 3534 lakhs. 
The next principal suppliers were Switzerland, with 
2 million yards, valued at Rs. 84 lakhs, and Japan, 
24 million yards, valued at Rs. 62 lakhs. Imports from 
Holland were 14 million yards, valued at Rs. 64 lakhs. 


Piece-Goods (coloured, printed or dyed).—There was 
a decline in the value of the shipments from 129 mil- 
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lion yards, valued at Rs. 4574 lakhs, to 126} million 
vards, valued at Rs. 409 lakhs, of which the British 
share was 743 million yards, valued at Rs. 2633 lakhs. 
Shipments from Japan almost doubled from 224 million 
to 412 million yards, and increased in value from 
Rs. 574 lakhs to Rs. 101 lakhs. Imports from Holland 
and Italy were stationary at 3 million and 34 million 
yards respectively, each valued at Rs. 134 lakhs. The 
total imports of printed goods were 593 million yards, 
valued at Rs. 173 lakhs; of dyed goods 42 million yards, 
valued at Rs. 1403 lakhs; and woven coloured goods 
241 million yards, valued at Rs. 95 lakhs.

Im- 
ports of electric wires and cables (rubber insulated) 
advanced from Rs. 94 lakhs to Rs. 12 lakhs, and this 
trade is almost entirely in the hands of the United 
Kingdom, whose share rose from Rs. 8} lakhs to Rs. 104 
lakhs.

Printing Paper.—There was also an increase in this 
trade from Rs. 23} lakhs to Rs. 31 lakhs. The British 
share advanced from Rs. 53 lakhs to Rs. 6 lakhs, while 
that of Holland declined from Rs. 23 lakhs to Rs. 14 
lakhs. Increased shipments arrived from Sweden, 
Rs. 14 lakhs; Norway, Rs. 8 lakhs; Germany, Rs. 4} 
lakhs; and Austria, Rs. 5 lakhs. 


Writing Paper and Envelopes.—This trade also ad- 
vanced from Rs. 18} lakhs to Rs. 20} lakhs, but the 
British share declined from Rs. 93 lakhs to Rs. 9} 
lakhs.

Ale and Beer.—Total imports advanced from 
Rs. 254 lakhs to Rs. 28 lakhs, of which the British 
share was Rs. 154 lakhs, and that of Germany Rs. 9 
lakhs. Imports of stout and porter amounted to 
Rs. 14 lakhs, of which almost the whole came from 
the United Kingdom.

It is again most encouraging to note the steady 
advance recorded in the imports of British cars and 
home manufacturers are now paying more attention 
to this gradually expanding market.

There was a small decrease in the value of total 
imports from Rs. 163 lakhs to Rs. 16 lakhs, due to 
smaller shipments from the United Kingdom, Czecho- 
slovakia and Canada. The British share of the trade 
fell from 189,752 pairs (Rs. 7 lakhs) to 188,996 pairs 
(is. 5 lakhs). Imports from Japan were valued at 
Rs. 24 lakhs, those from Czechoslovakia Rs. 83,000, 
and from Canada Rs. 67,000. The United States in- 
creased her share slightly from Rs. 34 lakhs to Rs. 33 
lakhs. Of the total imports of boots and shoes, ship- 
ments of those of canvas with rubber soles were valued 
at Rs. 74 lakhs, of leather Rs. 5 lakhs, and of other 
materials Rs. 33 lakhs. 


BELTING 
(for machinery). 


Total imports rose from Rs. 203 lakhs to Rs. 234 
lakhs, and details are as follows :—Cotton belting, 
Rs. 33 lakhs, of which the British share was Rs. 34 
lakhs; leather belting, Rs. 10 lakhs, of which the 
British share was Rs. 74 lakhs and of the United 
States, Rs. 2 lakhs; and belting of other materials 
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(including coir), Rs. 94 lakhs, of which the British 
share was Rs. 74 lakhs, that of Germany Rs. 1 lakh 
and of the United States Rs. 60,000. 


CHEMICALS. 


Total imports advanced from Rs. 70 lakhs to Rs. 744 
lakhs, owing mainly to increased shipments of acids, 
ammonia, carbide of calcium, disinfectants and 
potassium compounds, etc. 


CoAL. 


The value of the total shipments declined from 
Rs. 13% lakhs in June quarter, 1928, to Rs. 13 lakhs 
in June quarter, 1929, of which the British share fell 
from Rs. 3 lakhs to Rs. 1 lakh, while shipments from 
the Union of South Africa advanced from Rs. 8} to 
Rs, 113 lakhs. 





ESTONIA. 





IMPORT TRADE CONDITIONS AND 
OUTLOOK. 


Up to the year 1925 the foreign trade balance was 
invariably against Estonia, writes Mr. C. B. Jerram, 
British Consul at Tallinn, in his Report* on Economic 
Conditions in Estonia. That year, however, closed 
with a trifling surplus of exports amounting to 99,925 
kroons, which balance rose in 1926 to 806,000 kr. and 
in 1927 to no less than 9,358,490 kr., the actual figures 
being exports 105,775,720 kr., imports 96,417,230 kr. 
A setback has to be recorded for 1928; up to the end 
of September the balance was still in favour of Estonia 
to the extent of 1,600,000 kr., but in October imports 
exceeded exports by 1,900,000 kr., in November by 
3,100,000 kr., and in December by 900,000 kr., and 
the final figures for the year were:—exports 
127,109,000 kr., imports 131,373,000 kr., making an 
adverse balance of 4,264,000 kr. 


The total turnover of trade during 1928 shows a con- 
siderable increase on that of former years, being 
258,500,000 kr., against 202,100,000 kr. in 1927, an in- 
crease of 28 per cent., and against an average of 
137,800,000 kr. for the period 1921-25. The increase 
is shared by exports and imports in the ratio of 38 
to 62. 


Imports last year increased mainly as a result of 
large grain shipments, due to the partial failure of the 
Estonian harvest. These shipments were particularly 
heavy during the last quarter, when 50,087 tons of 
grain were imported, against 25,479 tons in the corre- 
sponding period of 1927. ‘Total foodstuff imports in 
1928 were valued at 13,113,000 kr. Imports of agri- 
cultural and other machinery, vehicles, textile raw 
materials and products, paper, paper goods and leather 
all showed a considerable increase. (The figures, with 
others concerning exports, and the direction of 
Estonia’s foreign trade, are given in a commercial 
summary prefixed to Mr. Jerram’s Report.) 


Exports of dairy products, timber goods, textile 
products, paper, leather goods and potatoes showed an 
increase, but the decrease in the export of flax and 
cements were a partial factor in the adverse balance. 
Exports of butter in 1928 were 20 per cent. greater 
than in 1927 at 33-06 million kr. 


Germany maintained her place at the head of the 
list of importers into Estonia, the value of her goods 
increasing from 25-5 million kr, in 1927 to 39-8 million 
kr. in 1928. The United States rose from third to 
second place, imports from thence increasing from 13-7 
million kr. to 23°6 million kr. British imports into

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Estonia rose from 13-7 million kr. to 14-4 million kr., 
but this increase is by no means comparable with that 
from Germany and the United States. 


During the first five months of 1929 imports 
amounted to 51,528,600 kr. and exports to 37,321,700 
kr., showing an adverse balance of 14,206,900 kr. For 
the first five months of 1928 imports totalled 
47,938,800 kr. and exports 43,292,000 kr.—an adverse 
balance of only 4,646,800 kr. The results of the bad 
harvest of 1928 are still clearly indicated in the figures 
for the first five months of this year, the increased 
adverse balance being mainly due to continued large 
imports of grain and the reduced exports of butter and 
other agricultural produce. The closing of the Baltic 
by ice during the early part of the year rendered the 
total turnover of trade during February and March 


far below the average. 


THE OUTLOOK. 


It is obvious that the purchasing power of Estonia 
must be strictly limited until the adverse balance of 
trade—the natural result in a country that is mainly 
agricultural of so poor a harvest as that of 1928—has 
to some extent been liquidated. It is as yet too early 
to give a reliable forecast as to the harvest of 1929, 
though prospects appear favourable; but even when 
the situation becomes normal no very large increase in 
Estonian purchases abroad is probable, unless the 
prophecies as to the future of the oil shale industry 
are fulfilled. Should these forecasts be fulfilled, the 
whole economic position of the country would undergo 
a complete change. 


Meantime pessimism as to the present position in 
Estonia is unjustified. It is true that during the 
winter of 1928-29 several firms of standing suffered 
from the economic situation and had to be liquidated, 
that two local banks were also affected and were un- 
able to continue an independent existence, and that 
there was an increase in the number of protested bills. 
It is equally true, however—and of more lasting im- 
portance—that Estonia has a sound system of govern- 
ment and finance, that she realises her own capabili- 
ties and does not attempt more than she can readily 
perform. 


BritisH TRADE PROSPECTS. 


British traders cannot expect a largely increased 
market for their goods in Estonia in the immediate 
future except by tackling the problem of foreign com- 
petition. There are no peculiar attributes of this 
problem in Estonia which do not equally apply in 
other countries, and to continue to urge the import- 
ance of such questions as credit is merely to emphasise 
the greater success that has always attended the 
methods of certain foreign competitors in dealing with 
various lines of goods in Eastern Europe. 


British goods are extraordinarily popular in Estonia, 
and are bought, when possible, at even a higher price 
than similar goods of foreign competitors; but in a 
country with no excess wealth it is not always possible 
to buy them. The only recommendation that can use- 
fully be given is to concentrate on competing success- 
fully with foreign rivals. The methods to be employed 
to this end are those that have been employed in 
successful trading elsewhere, and are not based on any 
idiosyncrasies of the Estonian market but purely on 
general propositions. 


Great Britain has already a fair share of the 
Estonian market in several commodities, but no doubt 
she could, and should, obtain a share in others. To 
take one instance, the problem of the sale of British 
motor cars abroad is admittedly complex. But it has 
been proved and recognised in certain foreign countries 
that British motor omnibuses are the best in the 
world and the most suitable for bad roads and hard 
conditions. The market for motor omnibuses in this 
as in other countries is increasing, but there is not one 
British motor omnibus in Estonia.

TRADE OF THE TONGAN ISLANDS. 


According to the Annual Report on the Tongan 
Islands Protectorate (H.M. Stationery Office, price 
6d. net), the import and export trade of the Islands 
in 1928 was valued at £211,907 and £287,668 respec- 
tively, as compared with £157,783 and £235,391 in 
1927 and £227,882 and £263,198 in 1926. The export 
trade is practically confined to copra. 

The volume of the import trade from the United 
Kingdom has not varied in any appreciable degree 
during the past five years. It consists mainly of 
drapery, hardware, drugs and cement. There is a 
ready market for Manchester prints suitable for native 
clothing and for other moderately-priced wearing 
apparel. There is a limited outlet for the British light 
motor car. 





CANADIAN TRADE WITH THE UNITED 
KINGDOM. 


The Dominion Bureau of Statistics at Ottawa reports 
that during July last imports for consumption in the 
Dominion from the United Kingdom amounted in 
value to 17,750,408 dollars, as compared with 
16,206,306 dols. in the same month of last year. 
Exports of Canadian produce to the United Kingdom 
— to 23,023,479 dois., as against 47,458,827 
dols. 





CANADIAN FRUIT SHIPMENTS. 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London is 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa that, 
between 30th August and 11th September the follow- 
ing quantities of fruit were dispatched to United King- 
dom ports :—21,600 barrels of apples and 800 half- 
barrels of pears.

tobacco, 1 bale; cigarettes, 2 cases; buchu, 15 bales; 
sugar, 2,240 tons; eggs, 3,929 cases; maize, 77,507 
bags; maize meal, 42,775 bags; chop, 2,450 bags; 
jucerne meal, 2,000 bags; cow meal, 906 bags; cow 
feed, 800 bags; and cattle meal, 1,088 bags. 

In addition, the following boxes of fresh fruit were 
dispatched to Southampton between 12th and 14th 
September:—Oranges, 38,165; grape fruit, 1,472; 
naartjes, 507; pines, 261; and lemons, 14.

The Indian Commercial Intelligence Department, 
Calcutta, reports as follows to the Indian Trade Com- 
missioner in London on the season and crops for the 
weeks ended on the dates stated :— 


RAINFALL. 


Calcutta, 28rd September.—During the week ended 
22nd September rainfall was general in the Madras 
Deccan on two days; in the Bombay Deccan and 
Konkan on four; on the North Madras Coast and in 
Mysore on three; and in Lower Burma, Assam, 
Chota Nagpur, Malabar and North Hyderabad on one 
day. 

The monsoon was weak. 


CROPS. 


Madras, 14th September.—Rainfall has _ been 
moderate during the past week in the Circars and 
parts of the central districts. The condition of stand- 
ing crops is fair to good. 


Bihar and Orissa, 16th September.—Rainfall has 
been general, being heavy in parts of Santhal Perganas 
and Ranchi. More is needed in Champaran and 
Bhagalpur. The transplantation of winter paddy has 
been retarded by insufficient rain in parts of Purnea. 
In the Feudatory States sugar cane is thriving. 





United Provinces, 7th September.—Rainfall has 
been light. Damage has been done by locusts in 
Meerut, Agra and Benares. There is a lack of rain in 
Bara, Banki and Sultanpur. The condition of stand- 
ing crops is good, and prospects are favourable. 





Bombay, 21st September.—Rainfall has been excel- 
lent and most opportune in Karnatak, South Deccan 
and Konkan, where it has revived standing crops and 
khariff and rabi sowings. There has been extensive 
rain in Karnatak, South Deccan, North Decean and 
Guzerat. Rain is urgently needed for rabi sowings and 
Standing crops, especially in light soils. No rain has 
fallen in Sind. The shedding of cotton bolls con- 
tinues,

Bengal, 18th September.—There has been light to 
moderate rain, which has been useful for steeping and 
washing jute, and the growth of standing crops. 


Central Provinces, 16th September.—The sky has 
been cloudy and the weather warm. Standing crops 
are in a flourishing condition. 


Punjab, 16th September.—The weather has been 
dry except for light showers in montane, sub-montane 
and a few western districts. The prospects for stand- 
ing crops are good. 


Assam, 23rd September.—The weather has been 
rainy in the Surma Valley and seasonable in the 
Assam Valley. ‘The condition of the crops has im- 
proved somewhat. Some damage has been done to 
paddy by insects and rats. 





WEST INDIES CROPS AND TRADE. 


Fine rains have been general throughout Barbados 
and the various crops present a healthy appearance, 
states the Monthly Report of Barclays Bank 
(Dominion, Colonial and Overseas). Trade, however, 
remains dull. In Trinidad the weather has been very 
favourable, and the young cane cultivation is pro- 
gressing satisfactorily. There is every promise of a 
good cocoa crop, and local prices have improved 
slightly. Coconuts continue to be gathered in large 
quantities, but are being turned into copra. The 
coming coffee crop is a very promising one. Ship- 
ments of asphalt for the seven months ended 31st July 
were 89,920 tons, in comparison with 92,687 tons in 
the corresponding period of 1928; mineral oil ship- 
ments were 173,982,844 gallons, as against 120,740,008 
gallons. 


Good rains have been general throughout Jamaica. 
Total shipments of bananas from lst January to 20th 
August were 13,463,020 stems, as against 10,484,681 
stems during the corresponding period of last year. If 
this rate of production be maintained, and no hurri- 
canes are experienced, a record year is in prospect for 
local producers. ‘The estimate of the pimento crop, 
previously reported at 70,000 bags, has been reduced 
to 60,000 bags. A Citrus Growers’ Association has 
recently been formed in Kingston for the purpose of 
marketing citrus fruit on co-operative lines. As regards 
the Leeward Islands, the weather has been hot in 
Dominica and unsettled and rainy with, at times, low 
barometer readings, indicating the arrival of the hurri- 
cane season. The lime crop is well under way, and 
weather conditions have been favourable, with prices 
remaining steady. The rainfall in Antigua during 
August was considerably better than in July, and also 
more evenly distributed. The young cane plants are 
looking healthy. In St. Kitts the weather has been 
seasonable. In the Basseterre Valley cotton cultiva- 
tion is doing well, but has been adversely affected else- 
where by excessive rain. 


The weather has been seasonable in British 
Guiana. Conditions point to a good rice crop, 
and prices are remunerative. Sowings are estimated 
to be about 20 per cent. greater than last year, and, 
provided suitable harvesting weather is experienced, 
a considerably larger surplus should be available for 
export. The output of diamonds continues poor, but 
decided improvement is expected during the next three 
months. Some activity is apparent in the timber 
industry. 





TRINIDAD SUGAR. 


A new record for the production of sugar in Trinidad 
has been established this year, the total amount made 
being 89,926 tons. According to statistics published 
in the ‘‘ West India Committee Circular ’’ this com- 
pares with 81,551 tons last year, 51,982 tons in 1927, 
and 73,561 tons in 1926.

CONTROL OF THE TRADE IN BUTTER, 
MARGARINE, ETC., IN SPAIN. 


The ‘‘ Gaceta de Madrid’’ for 8rd September 
contains a Royal Order, dated 20th August, which lays 
down certain additional regulations for the control of 
the trade in butter, margarine, etc., in Spain. The 
Order provides that, in addition to fulfilling the re- 
quirements of previous regulations, margarine must be 
completely colourless and white. It is forbidden to 
add any preservative (antiseptic) to butter, margarine 
or other edible fats, except common salt, which may 
be present in a proportion of not more than 8 per cent. 





TRADE OF ST. VINCENT IN 1928. 


According to the St. Vincent Report for 1928 
(H.M. Stationery Office, price 9d. net) imports and 
exports during the year under review were valued at 
£192,476 and £158,472, as compared with £172,097 
and £145,815 respectively in 1927. The imports con- 
sisted chiefly of articles wholly or mainly manufac- 
tured £103,192, food, drink, and tobacco £69,274, 
and raw materials and articles mainly unmanufac- 
tured £18,075. 

As regards exports, the chief items were: 
root £64,508, cotton (sea island) £28,549, 
crystallised £14,190, copra £12,548. 

Imports came chiefly from the United Kingdom, 
£62,335; Canada, £45,787; the United States, 
£44,127; while exports went principally to the United 
Kingdom, £68,930; the United States, £30,628; and 
the British West Indies, £39,653.

PREPARATION PROGRESS AT BIRMINGHAM. 


Exhibitors and trade buyers alike will find important 
additions to the arrangements for their comfort and 
convenience at the Heavy Industries Section of the 
forthcoming British Industries Fair. 

Among the developments is an entirely new build- 
ing, now in course of construction, on the north side 
of the present eleven-acre Fair. This will comprise 
a dining-room specially for exhibitors, another for trade 
buyers, a large conference hall, and a series of private 
dining-rooms for the use of the numerous trade and 
professional societies and institutions which have made 
it their practice for many years to foregather at the 
Birmingham display. 

Two spacious passages, each 72 ft. by 40 ft., con- 
necting the new block with the main building, will be 
arranged and furnished as comfortable lounges for ex- 
hibitors and their visitors, the whole occupying over an 
acre. 


Re-ARRANGEMENT AND EXTENSIONS. 


The plan of re-arrangement now decided upon has 
the further advantage of solving—for the present, at 
any rate—the problem of the ever-increasing demands 
for space made by exhibitors in the Engineering, Gas 
and General Hardware sections of the Heavy Indus- 
tries Fair. 

It is also so adapted that manufacturers of building 
materials are provided with considerable additions to 
space. The Electricity section, too, the rapid growth 
of which since its inauguration as a comprehensive 
display a few years ago, has severely taxed the 
resources of the management, will share the benefit of 
the general extension scheme. 

Negotiations are practically completed for the 
acquisition of a further 15 acres of land immediately 
adjoining the permanent new buildings erected by the 
Birmingham Chamber of Commerce to the limits of 
the original site. This enterprise will permit of 
expansions year by year, as circumstances demand, 
to an aggregate of nearly one and a half times its 
present immense size. 

Stand lettings in Birmingham for 1980 already beat 
all previous records, nearly the whole of the accommo- 
dation, including the year’s extensions, having been 
booked six months in advance of the opening date— 
17th February.

SOUTH AFRICA. 


CONDITIONS IN TRADE AND INDUSTRY. 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa have forwarded the following information regarding 
trade conditions in the Union of South Africa :— 


Wholesale business shows a seasonal improvement, and as 
a consequence of the excellent farming outlook the demand 
from country districts is increasing. The present money 
situation, however, compels merchants to exercise caution 
in granting requests for credit. Retail trade remains rather 
quiet. 

The Transvaal gold output in August (27 working days) 
amounted to 889,601 fine ozs., valued at £3,778,785, as 
compared with 889,480 ozs., valued at £3,778,271, in July 
(also 27 working days). The average daily output increased 
slightly from 32,943 to 32,948 ozs., and the native labour 
supply from 190,031 to 190,062. 


The output of alluvial diamonds in Western Transvaal 
during July showed a continued decline at 71,646 carats, 
valued at £188,843, as compared with 86,535 carats, valued 
at £201,850, in June. Business in the local diamond market 
remains quiet, but prices are well maintained. 


Railway earnings from 11th August to 7th September were 
£2,090,034, or £50,034 above the estimate. Total earnings 
from Ist April to 7th September were £11,541,242, or 
£115,901 below the estimate, compared with £11,228,790 for 
the corresponding period of 1928. 


Crops AND MARKETS. 


Local maize prices are practically unchanged against a 
month ago, and, owing to the downward tendency on over- 
seas markets, are now apparently above the overseas parity. 
Consequently, exports have fallen off and the elevators are 
filled to capacity. Exports of maize and maize-products in 
August totalled 1,165,000 bags, as compared with 1,967,000 
bags in August, 1928. 


Exports of citrus fruit in August amounted to 315,078 
cases, as against 186,349 cases in August, 1928, making the 
total for the season to date 879,069 cases, against 567,572 
in the corresponding period last year. 


The wattle bark market shows no improvement, and prices 
are slightly lower than a month ago. 


The condition of the sugar crop remains good, and the 
latest estimates indicate a yield of 306,000 tons. Local de- 
mand remains satisfactory, and the season’s sales to the end 
of August totalled about 60,000 tons. Sales for export 
amounted to approximately 117,000 tons, of which 37,000 
tons had been shipped by the end of August. 


The new season on the local wool markets opens shortly. 
Prices are nominally unchanged pending the results of the 
London sales. There are prospects of an increased clip of 
improved quality. The mohair market remains quiet, with

small business. 


Stocks consist chiefly of low-grade basuto 
hair. 


The market for hides and skins remains generally de- 
pressed, though long-woolled sheepskins and capes are 
slightly firmer. 


In the ostrich feather market demand for ordinary to 
common wings on American account continues, and prices 
for these descriptions are firm. Better class wings are 
neglected and shorts are easier. 


Quietness continues in the manufacturing industries at 
certain centres, and some unemployment is reported. De- 
mand for fencing material is still good, but is likely to 
fall off with the opening of the shearing season. There is 
improved enquiry for harvesting machinery for the wheat 
and oat crops, for which prospects are at present good. 
Wholesale business in soft goods shows an improvement, but 
retail trade is still quiet.

ESTONIA. 


FOREIGN TRADE IN JULY. 


The British Consul at Tallinn reports that the total 
value of KEstonia’s foreign trade during July was 
24,197,200 krons, imports representing 10,680,600 kr. and 
exports 13,516,600 kr., a balance in favour of exports of 
2,836,000 kr., or about double that of the previous month. 
The import of cereals and flour continued high, amounting 
in value to 2,351,700 kr., against 1,695,000 kr. in the 
same month last year. However, in view of the general 
satisfactory state of the crops and the prospects of a good 
harvest, a decline in the imports of these commodities was 
expected during the coming months, which would help in 
turning the hitherto adverse balance of foreign trade into 
a favourable one by the end of the year.

DIRECTION OF TRADE, JANUARY-JULY. 
(From the British Ambassador.) 
Paris. 

The returns of French foreign trade with individual 
countries, as summarised in the daily press, show that 
during the first seven months of 1929 the value of imports 
from Great Britain amounted to 3,500 million francs, as 
against 3,242 million frs. in the same period of 1928, an in- 
crease of 258 million frs. There was a fall in imports from 
Brazil, Spain, Italy, Holland and Portugal, but a rise in 
those from all other countries separately classified in the 
returns. 

The value of French exports to Great Britain in the first 
seven months of this year amounted to 4,466 million frs., 
as against 4,724 million frs. in the corresponding period of 
1928, a decrease of 258 million frs. There was a rise in ex- 
ports to Denmark, the United States, Italy, Japan, Portu- 
gal, Jugo-Slavia, Czechoslovakia, Belgium and Luxemburg 
and Soviet Russia, but a fall in those to all other countries 
separately classified. 

The value of French imports from all foreign countries for 
the first seven months of 1929 totalled 31,022 million frs., as 
against 26,580 million frs. in January-July, 1928, an in- 
crease of 4,442 million frs. That of exports amounted to 
23,665 million frs., as against 24,731 million frs., a decrease 
of 1,066 million frs. The value of French imports from her 
colonies and protectorates was 4,244 million frs., as against 
3,689 million frs., an increase of 555 million frs., and that of 
her exports 5,332 million frs., as against 4,462 million frs., 
an increase of 870 million frs. 

French visible trade with foreign countries consequently 
showed an unfavourable balance during the first seven 
months of this year of 7,357 million frs., as against one of 
1,849 million frs. in the first seven months of 1928. French 
trade with her colonies and protectorates, on the other 
hand, showed a favourable balance of 1,088 million frs., 
as compared with one of 773 million frs.

INDUSTRIAL OUTLOOK IN BARCELONA. 


The British Consul-General at Barcelona reports that 
work on the Barcelona International Exhibition has meant 
a distribution of some millions of pesetas to the building 
trades, and has occasioned an increased purchasing power 
among the workmen employed, a large number of whom 
have been drawn from other parts. This has greatly stimu- 
lated the retail trade, and has indirectly benefited the whole- 
sale trade to some extent. On the other hand, the loss of 
15 per cent. since the beginning of the year in the peseta 
exchange value has caused much perturbation in trading 
circles, and has especially affected importers of raw 
materials, such as cotton and coal, and of foodstuffs. 


TEXTILE INDUSTRIES. 


There is no perceptible improvement in the textile in- 
dustries. The situation in the cotton industries grew worse 
during the past year until the peseta fell in value in 
March last, when considerable orders were received from 
the Latin-American Republics. This caused the majority 
of mills to be busy. Cotton spinners are selling yarns at 
practically cost price, and in some instances even below 
cost. There is a tendency at present to amalgamate mills, 
a thing that has hitherto been difficult to effect. A com- 
pany has, however, been formed, comprising some eight 
spinners, which will have about 120,000 spinning spindles 
at its disposal. Among cotton weavers there is also a ten- 
dency to amalgamate mills, but for the moment the only 
definite movement has been with some grey goods manufac- 
turers, who have formed a central selling office through which 
all their production must pass. Approximately 8,000 looms 
are owned by the millers who have come into this formation. 
Other millers, owning some 5,000 looms, will probably join in 
later. This central selling office does not cause the miller 
to sink his individuality. In the jute mills there is plenty 
of work. All the mills are working, but prices are finely 
cut, and some mills are working without any margin of 
profit. 

The woollen industry shows little, if any, improvement, 
although there is not the unemployment there was last 
year. All mills are working, but on a small margin of 
profit. Exports brightened with the fall of the peseta. 
Artificial silk manufacturers have not yet been able t 
produce at a low enough cost to make it remunerative. Ever

GERMANY. 


THE CENTRAL BROWN COAL INDUSTRY. 
(From the Acting British Consul.) 
LEIPZIG. 
In their Annual Report for 1928-29 the Central German 
Brown Coal Syndicate, Leipzig, points out that the con- 
tinued development of the German brown coal industry 
during the period under review may be traced to special 
circumstances. By far the most predominating use to which 
brown coal is put is in the form of briquettes for household 
consumption, and in this connection new ground has been 
gained owing to the fact that it is gradually supplanting the 
extravagance of wood-firing. The abnormal cold of last 
winter also created an increase in the number of households 
to be supplied. These two features not only went towards 
making up the falling off in the delivery of briquettes to 
industrial concerns, but actually increased sales. Unfortu- 
nately the sudden cold in February caused considerable 
damage to open workings and factory plant, which resulted 
in a reduction of production. 


OutTPuT AND DISPOSAL OF COAL AND BRIQUETTES. 


The following table shows the amount of coal extracted 
and briquettes manufactured during the last year before the 
war and the past two years :—

An increase for last year of 81 per cent. over 1913-14 is 
thus shown in the raw coal extracted, and of 95 per cent. 
in briquettes made. 

Of the 68,710,000 tons of raw brown coal extracted last 
year, 1,090,000 tons were allotted for consumption at the 
works; 36,900,000 tons were utilised for the manufacture of 
briquettes; 70,000 tons used in the manufacture of wet 
briquettes; 240,000 tons in the production of lignite wax; 
2,060,000 tons were delivered to carbonising concerns; and 
700,000 tons to drying works. 

Raw coal to the amount of 10,350,000 tons was sold on the 
open market, 3,730,000 tons were purchased by railways and 
620,000 tons by farmers. The Syndicate itself, according to 
agreement, consumed 17,300,000 tons. 

As was anticipated after the installation of new plant, 
the quantity of chemically produced brown coal rose during 
the last year by leaps and bounds. The mass of carbonised 
brown coal, which up till then had remained steady at 
1,500,000 tons, increased by 2,061,000 tons, or a third. In 
conformity with the sinking demand, the sale of raw brown 
coal, which is used almost exclusively for industrial purposes, 
was very unsatisfactory, only 2 per cent. more being disposed 
of than in 1927-28, and the general falling off in sales 
during the last few years has not yet been compensated. 
However, total sales of raw coal advanced from 25,695,000 
tons in 1927-28 to 28,039,000 tons during the year under re- 
view. 

The chief consumers of Central German raw coal are the 
electrification and chemical industries, which used more 
than 60 per cent., or 3 per cent. more than in the previous 
year. The use of briquettes as household fuel is steadily 
gaining ground, 68 per cent., or more than two-thirds of the 
total sales, being consumed. Sales to industrial concerns 
are bad in view of the general unfavourable conditions 
prevailing. 

The disproportionate scale of increase in freight on 
lst October, 1928, had an unfavourable influence on sales 
and tended considerably to prejudice brown coal. The small 
cost of short distances at the expense of greater distances 
has turned out favourably for pit coal, and the Central 
German brown coal industry, owing to the unfavourable 
manner in which it is placed in regard to waterways, is 
practically entirely dependent on railway transport. The 
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coastal scale which was introduced on Ist February, 1927, 
and which is still in force, has been extended to East 
Prussia and brought into conformity with that set up for 
pit coal. A scale of reimbursement was introduced on 
Ist October, 1928, for use in connection with trade with 
Austria at Passau, Salzburg and Simbach.

JUGO-SLAVIA. 


NEW CURRENCY REGULATIONS. 


The British Minister at Belgrade has forwarded a trans- 
lation of two Decisions made by the Minister of Finance 
and published in the ‘‘ Official Gazette ’’ of 10th August. 

By virtue of the first (under D.R. No. 129,051), banks 
authorised to deal in foreign exchange may either by pur- 
chase or by ‘‘ compensation ’’ on local exchanges obtain 
money instruments for the purchase abroad of shares and 
bonds of local companies and enterprises which are quoted 
on foreign exchanges, and also for the purchase of Jugo- 
Slav post-war Government and Government-guaranteed se- 
curities. 

Dinars obtained by the sale of securities on local exchanges 
which can be proved to be the property of foreigners may 
be approved in the sense of Decision 1. No. 34442 of 31st 
December, 1922, as ‘‘ free.”’ 

Authorised banks may, without the special authorisation 
of the Inspectorate-General, take out of the country for 
sale on foreign exchanges shares and bonds of local insti- 
tutions and also bonds of Jugo-Slav post-war Government 
and Government-guaranteed securities on condition that 
they offer to the National Bank for purchase one-third of 
the foreign exchange obtained and sell two-thirds on the 
exchange. 

Authorised banks are held to keep special records of all 
transactions with regard to money brought into or taken 
out of the country, from which the following may be estab- 
lished at any time:—The use made of the money instru- 
ments purchased or sold; the exact amount of “free” 
dinars, whether placed abroad for disposal or received 
from abroad for the above purpose; and also the kind and 
quantity of money in question. 

In addition to correspondence, exchange transactions on 
local exchanges shall serve as proof of the correctness of 
operations with regard either to the amount of money for 
sale on local exchanges or the purchase of money on local 
exchanges for sending abroad. 


PuRCHASE OF FoREIGN EXCHANGE. 


By virtue of the second Decision (under D.R. No. 129,052), 
in addition to the Inspectorate-General all financial boards 
also are to issue for their own district to Jugo-Slav subjects 
and to foreigners residing permanently in the country 
authorisations and “‘legitimations’’ for the purchase of 
foreign exchange for the maintenance abroad of students, 
sick persons and for other small requirements in travelling, 
etc., as follows: —Authorisations up to a maximum of 10,000 
dinars; ‘‘legitimations’’ for students up to 4,000 dinars; 
‘for sick persons up to 6,000 dinars; and for personal 
requirements up to 3,000 dinars.”

CYPRUS. 





INCREASE IN TOBACCO CULTIVATION. 


Figures given in the Annual Report of the Director of 
Agriculture, Nicosia, show a considerable expansion in the 
quantity of tobacco produced in Cyprus during the past 
three years. In 1921 the yield was only 4,887 okes, and 
although in the following year this increased to 17,095 okes, 
there was a steady fall to 6,493 okes in 1925. Production in 
1926, however, jumped up to 56,725 okes, and in 1927 to 
141,302 okes, while last year a fresh record was established 
with 167,963 okes. 





GOLD COAST COLONY. 





MAJOR COCOA CROP PROSPECTS. 

Ripe pods were in evidence in small districts, and the 
first reapings were made by the smaller farmers during the 
last two weeks of August, reports the Gold Coast Commercial 
Intelligence Bureau in London. The larger growers, how- 
ever, who can afford to wait are not picking on account of 
the unsuitable weather conditions. The crop in the farms is 
three weeks earlier than normal, but the adverse weather 
conditions, making breaking and drying difficult, have offset 
to some extent the anticipated early beginning of cocoa 
coming into the markets. There is no change in the pros- 
pects of yield as given in the July report. From observa- 
tion throughout the cocoa areas it appears that the older 
farms have a smaller crop, but the younger farms a normal 
one. The average yield per acre will be slightly below 
normal, the bulk of the cocoa earlier, and little cocoa left 
in the farms in January.

CUSTOMS DUTY ON MOTOR AND SAILING 
YACHTS. 


Under an Act, No. 25 of 1929, entitled the Customs Tariff 
Act, 1928, Amendment Act, 1929, dated llth June, 1929, 
and effective retrospectively as from lst May, 1929, a specific 
Customs duty of £5 each has been imposed on yachts, motor 
or sail (foreign-built) on importation into Bermuda. British- 
built vessels are duty-free. Foreign-built yachts are also 
subject to a surtax of 25 per cent. of the above duty.

When, how- 
ever, such spirit is proved to have been ordered for import 
before 16th August, its import may be permitted under 
such conditions as the Commissioner of Customs may deem 
fit.

In addition to the above amendments, the Act amends 
many of the items in Class XV of the Customs Tariff which 
provide for the free importation under prescribed condi- 
tions of certain goods for use only in the manufacturing 
industry specified in each instance. 


DEFINITION OF CHASSIS. 


The Act also substitutes the following definition of chassis 
for that contained in the General Note to the Customs 
Tariff; to be effective as from 8th June, 1928: 

‘‘ Chassis ’’ shall mean the frame, engine and undergear 

f a power-driven vehicle and shall not include rubber tyres 
me tubes, spare parts and parts other than those men- 
tioned hereunder, except such as may be approved by the 
Minister from time to time :— 

Wheels, axles, springs, bonnet and scuttle dash (cowl), 
dashboard, steering gear, instrument board, transmission 
gear to axles, radiator, carburettor, ignition and lighting 
equipment, tanks for water, fuel and oil, vacuum tank, oil 
filter, brakes, windscreen, speedometer, oil, fuel and water 
gauge, self-starter, buffers, bumpers or fenders, running 
boards, mudguards, brackets and tie-rod for lamps, spare 
wheel carrier. 

Notrt.—The attachment of tyres or tubes, shock absorbers, 
clock, luggage carriers, horns or hooters, shall not debar 
the chassis from admission as chassis, but duty must be 
paid on these articles at the rates provided for under their 
appropriate items of the tariff.

ESTONIA. 





INCREASED DUTIES ON TEXTILES, ETC. 

H.M. Acting Consul at Tallinn reports that the Estonian 
Government have decided to increase the Customs import 
duties on certain textiles, leather goods, and shoes, the 
increase to take effect from 14th September. In most cases 
the duties have been doubled, but in the case of the 
heavier qualities of wool piece-goods the duty has been 
increased by 150 per cent.

IMPORT DUTY ON RYE INCREASED. 
H.M. Consul at Kovno reports that, according to a Law 
published in the Government Gazette for 7th September, 
the Customs duty on rye (Tariff No. 1 (2)) has been increased 

as from 25th August from 0-10 to 0-20 lits per kilog. 





MOROCCO (FRENCH ZONE). 


IMPORT RESTRICTIONS ON CERTAIN 
CEREALS. 

With reference to the notices in the ‘‘ Journal’’ of 20th 
June (page 772) and 4th July (page 21) respecting the pro- 
hibition of the import of wheat, flour and semolina into the 
French zone of Morocco, it should be noted that a Decree of 
22nd August, published in the Moroccan ‘‘ Bulletin Officiel ”’ 
on 27th August, authorises the Director-General of Agricul- 
ture to grant licences for the import of a quarterly contin- 
gent of 200 metric tons of flour bolting 40 per cent. to be 
used for making pastry or fancy bread. 


Licences may also be issued for the import of seed wheat. 





NEW CALEDONIA. 


TREATMENT OF GOODS TRANS- 


SHIPPED IN AUSTRALIA. 


Under the ordinary regulations goods imported into New 
Caledonia from countries entitled to favourable Tariff treat- 
ment in that Colony lose the benefit of this treatment if 
they are transhipped in a country which does not enjoy 
the same treatment for its products. The Paris ‘‘ Journal 
Officiel’’ for 17th September announces, however, that as 
an exception to this general rule it has been decided that 
goods imported into New Caledonia after transhipment in 
Australia will enjoy the favourable treatment to which 
they are entitled on account of their origin, provided they 
have been carried from beginning to end under the same 
flag and in vessels of the same Company, and that they are 
accompanied by a direct bill-of-lading for Noumea. In 
addition, a certificate from the French Consul attesting 
the regularity of the transhipment at Sydney must be 
produced. 

Petroleum oils originating in extra-European countries, 
and which are imported into New Caledonia after trans- 
shipment in Australian ports, will receive the treatment 
due to their origin subject only to the production of a 
direct bill-of-lading for Noumea.

CUSTOMS TARIFF CHANGES. 


In the notice published in the ‘‘ Journal” of 29th August 
(page 247) was given a list of duties (fixed by various com- 
mercial treaties concluded by Turkey) which were to remain 
in force in Turkey so long as the treaties fixing them re- 
mained in operation. 


As indicated in the notice referred to, the rates fixed by 
the Treaty between Turkey and Czechoslovakia (indicated 
by an asterisk note to the list) were to go out of force on 
24th September, as that Treaty had been denounced to ex- 
pire on that date. The Board of Trade have now received 
information to the effect that various other treaties have 
been denounced, viz., those with Estonia, Germany, and the 
Netherlands; and as a consequence the duties fixed by those 
treaties have ceased or will shortly cease to operate. The 
following statements show the goods affected, and the dates 
on which the relevant Treaty provisions lapse. The goods 
in question will be subject to the duties prescribed in the 
new Tariff (which comes into force on Ist October), unless, 
of course, further treaties are concluded by Turkey affecting 
the duties thereon. It is understood that a treaty, involv- 
ing some modifications in the new Turkish Tariff, has 
already been concluded with France, but no particulars are 
vet available of this treaty, which is not yet in force.
